b. In the paragraph labeled [0001], as amended 2/28/08, "[0001]" in line 1 
was changed to "[0003]". 

c. In paragraph [0003], as amended 2/28/08, in line 5, the comma after "and" 
was deleted. 

d. (Upon reconsideration, although the specification does not state that 
sections of the traction means [device] are wound in a store, it is clearly seen in Figure 
2)(paragraph 3 of the first Office Action).

f. (Upon reconsideration, claim 5 is accurate in that at least one of the 
cushion elements and additional foam elements (i.e., the cushion elements) are at least 
indirectly guided by a linear guide (60 in the specification, which guides armrest 38 and 
indirectly cushion elements 32 in the specification)). 
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g. In claim 5, line 4 "linear guides" was changed to: --a linear guide--, as 
there is only one linear guide 60 disclosed in the specification. 

h. In claim 8, line 3 "means" was changed to: -device — for proper 
antecedent basis. 

i. In claim 15, line 3, --involving an-, was inserted before "accident" for 

clarity.
